CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-17 are presented, 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been carefully studied. Because of the new 
considerations noted by the current examiner (now David Jung) which were not raised 
by the previous examiner, this Office Action is made non-final. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as failing to 

set forth the subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. Evidence that 

claims fail(s) to correspond in scope with that which applicant(s) regard as the invention 

can be found in the reply filed 9/30/2005. In that paper, applicant has stated that the 

invention of claim 1 , along with those of other claims, have a modem that is essentially 

connected in series with a premise output for receiving only the voice service from the 

modem (such as at the second page of the Remarks section). This statement indicates 

that the invention is different from what is defined in the claim(s) because (1) the claim 

does not recite such a modem, and (2) more importantly, such modem was used by 
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Applicant to distinguish the claimed invention (and not merely that of claim 1 alone but 
other claims as well) from the '115 reference. As noted in the previous Office Action, 
'115 reference shows its modem 34 being connected to terminal 28. This teaching must 
be noted in conjunction with the fact that modem 34 is connected to the speaker or the 
handset.
